“the  land  o’  cakes"  is  still  ujoce  the 
land  of  Burns  and  Scott  :  Ireland  ia  to 
ns  tbe  land  of  fervid  and  graceful  ora¬ 
tory  :  above  all  its  other  gteries,  the 
glory  of  England  is  Shakespeare.  Tbe 
glory  of  the  Greek  was  iu  bu  art  and  in 
his  thought ;  the  glory  of  Italy  is  in  its 
music  ;  of  Germany  in  its  scholarship  ; 
of  Frauoa  in  itself — the  geoius  oLFrance 
— la  Mle  France;  of  Spain,  ia  its  bolero, 
snd  other  gracefal  Spsnlsh  dances.  Iu  | 
letters,  in  oil  the  arts  of  expression,  beau¬ 
ty  is  the  aait  that  not  only  seasons  but  pre- 
yervsa.  Or  as  Horace  Walpole  better 
yhrmea  it,  “Without  grace  uo  book  can 
Ive  ;  with  it,  tbe  poorest  may  have  lie 
life  prolonged."  Even  iu  the  uaefnl,  as 
distinguiahed  from  the  fine  arts,  beauty 
leads  the  way,  the  affections  follow. 

Note  the  circamitanoe  that,  even  in 
trade,  a  handsome  thing  is  worth  more 
than  a  homely,  though  of  the  same  kind 
and  of  equal  utility,  and  perhaps  of  bet¬ 
ter  materials,  better  made.  The  French, 
more  than  any  other  people,  profit  from 
their  recognition  of  this.  They  are,  in 
more  ways  than  one,  a  deaigniog  people. 

They  understand  that  the  shortest  way 
to  the  world's  pocket  is  through  the  j  Plumbing  ana  u*«  Fitting,  M*o  gtuun 
world's  taste*.  Thus  Lhey  make  aud  sell 
fo  tbe  world  what  the  world  could  just 
as  well  make  for  itself,  if  it  only  koew 
enough  to  pat  as  mqeh  of  bounty  into 
the  products  of  its  skill.  Modern  deco¬ 
rative  art,  too,  is  mainly  of  French  or
